Ghe Postmaster in 1857. 


The following letter, which 1 came across 
a few days ago, has a twofold interest.

The walls were 
two feet thick, the roof slated, the hit 
high and boarded with a plywood that made 
them sound proof, ail all the rains of 
heaven shel” thunder on them. In the big 
living-room you could sit and listen to the 
singing winds and never shiver in a single 
draught, though four doors opened into it, 
and there were two windows on the sea and 
two looking on the hillside. 

The front door and the back door each led 
into a small hall, useful for hanging wet 
clothes and a sure protection against hurri- 
canes in the livingroom. The windows could 
be closed on the windward side and still 
there was plenty of air from those opposite. 
There were steel window frames, which, 
though they may let some rain seep through 
in a storm, ean certainly defy the winds of 
heaven. Besides, the window ledges (broad 
enough to make handy shelves) were between 
four and five feet from the ground, so that 
if you wanted a through draught it passed 
over your head when you sat down. 


Ideal Comfort. 


Then the furniture was ideal. The beds! 
[ suppose they were the most expensive 
item, and they were a dream of comfort. 
How important that is you can only know 
after a long day in the open rocks and hills 
and bogs. In the livingroom a vast wooden 
dresser held a complete array of delph, gaily 
ant uaee in different designs, its drawers 

eld cutlery, mats and cloths galore, and its 


‘capacious cupboards stored the food. The legs 


of the big deal table and some of the chairs 
were painted bright red, others, solid and 
comfortabie, were left their natural colour. 
A big chest (surely it «nce held pirates’ 
treasure ’) stored wood for the fire, a comfort- 
able couch afforded an extra bed, and in the 
ingle nook was built a long bench, comfort- 
ably padded, with bookshelves overhead. 

Posters of Paul Henry and posters from 
Dalmatia hung on the white-washed walls 
above a panelling of plywood that ran right 
round the room at the height of the window 
ledges. That panelling was sn inspiration. 
Its graining showed up beautifully under a 
coating «i red paint round the ingle and 
brown stain round the walls, lending to the 
whole room an air of dignity and comfort. 
The floors were covered with light woven rugs, 
hailing frm Dalmatia, I think, that could be 
lifted and shaken from the door in a moment. 


Heart of the Cottage. 


In the kitchen there was an oil cooker, a 
table with shelves above it, so that you 
could lift. down what you wanted without 
stirring a step; a sink with a tap bringing 
rainwater from a tank on the roof, and a 
filter to vwsm the water used for drinking. 
But the heart of the cottage I have left to 
the end. It was the peat fire in the living- 
room.

HE “tariff war” which has started 

between Great Britain and the Free 
State is arousing the keenest interest in 
Northern political and business circles; 
agriculturists and traders are considering 
the problem from the point of view of its 
effect on Ulster. There are many who 
can appreciate only one side of this com- 
plica problem, and are prepared to 
snatch advantages for themselyes; but in 
economic strife there can be no real 

ress for a community. ' 

r. J. Milne Burbour, the Northern 
Minister of Commerce, said in an interview 
yesterday that, on the face of it, the new 
20 per cent. duties on Free State farm 
produce should give: the Ulster agri- 
cultarists more scope for development: 
but it had to be remembered that they 
could not suddenly increase their supplies 
to meet the demand. His opinion is that 
the Free State will be very hard hit, while 
Great Britain, by receiving supplies from 
other countries, will suffer very little. 

An aspect of the situation which, how- 
ever, is causing alarm in certain quarters 
is that Free State retaliatory tariffs 
may injure various Ulster industries which 
depend largely on Southern sa aa In 
this respect Belfast, Londonderry and 
border towns are bound to feel the pinch. 


CAMPING OUT. 


The hiking and camping-out movements 
are growing in Northern Ireland. At this 
period of the y ar groups of boys and gir's, 
many of them from Great Britain, may be 
seen hiking along the country roads, while 
Belfast youths delight in camping ont near 
the city in sheltered spots beside the sea. 
Large organised camps are also becominy 
more ular, such as that of the Boys’ 
Brigade, at Ganaway, Millisle, on the 
County Down coast. A few years ago the 
organisation purchased and equipped a 

rmanent site for camping. ie Boys’ 

rigade are under canvas at this spot, and 
the camp is the largest ever held, the total 
strength being 890, exclusive of cooks. The

If arrangements can 
be made to have these three ceremonies 
performed during the Royal visit, there 
will be universal rejoicing throughout the 
province, 


SEARCH FOR GOLD. 


While the White Star liner Laurentic 
ploughs across the Atlantic, carrying the 
Free State and Northern Ireland delegates 
to the Ottawa Conference to seek treasure 
on the reconstruction of the imperial 
economic edifice, a treasure hunt of a 
different character is proceeding on 
another Laurentic. The nominal pre- 
decessor of the delegates’ ship was sunk 
off Lough Swilly during the Great War 
while conveying millions of pounds’ worth 
of bullion to America to pay for muni- 
tions. Several millions have already been 
recovered from the wreck, but there is 
further treasure to be retrieved. 

Infortunately, the chests in which the 
gold bars were stored have broken up, and 
the ingots ate scattered about, embedded 
in the sand at the bottom of the ocear 
and covered with wreckage. Owing to the 
severity of the weather the diver’s task is 
not a pleasant one. |} e has to clear away 
the sand and wreckage, and when his 
labour is interrupted by bad weather it is 
often found that, when he next descends 
to the bottom of the sea, the movement 
of the sand and wreckage has undone 
much of his earlier work, .

‘The Gévernor- 
General, accompanied by Mrs. MeNeill and 
Captáin R. O'Sullivan, ‘arrived after the 
President and Mr. Aiken had returned to 
the Dail. 

The reception was in the nature of a fare- 
well to M. Alphand, who is leaving, with his 
wife and family, next Saturday for Paris 
in order to take up the post. of Secretary to 
the Premier’s Cabinet, He is being succeeded 
by M. Pierre Guerlet. : 

During the teception M. Dumay, President 
of the French Colony in Dublin, .éxpressed 
his regret at the departure of M. Alphand, 
and wished him a most successful future 
career. 

M. Alphand, in reply, said that it was 
with much regret that he was leaving Dublin, 
where he had left part of his heart. He 
hoped ‘that he would be able to come back 
some day, if only for a little while, and he 
would keep all his life a cherished remem- 
brance of Ireland.

The imposition of the new duties on im- 
ports from the Irish Frees State has given 
additional work to the Customs authorities 
during the last few days in preparation for 
levying them. The procedure at British 
ports will be just the same for imports from 
the Free State as those from other countries. 
Many of these imports come direct to London, 
and the principal other ports affected will be 
Liverpool, Holyhead and Fishguard. No 
difficulty is anticipated in dealing with the 
additional dutiable articles, though it may be 
necnenny in some cases to provide additional 
staff. 

One of the principal problems to be dealt 
with has been the’ movement of dutiable 
articles from the Free State to Northern Ire- 
land. Certain routes for the movement of 
dutiable articles were laid down in 1924, these 
including main roads and any railway line. 
The Commissioners of Customs and Excise 
have how given notice that in addition to 
existing approved routes for the importa- 
tion and exportation of © they have 
approved other routes, which, however, 
will be. for the importation and exportation 
only of farm ce, consisting of any 
agricultural, horticultural or dairy produce,

FALL IN MAY’S 
EXPORTS. 


N May, 1932, trade with Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland represented 96.4 per 
cent. of all exports from the Irish Free 

State, and 80 per cent. of all imports. 

Trade with countries other than Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland in May, 1952, 
represented 20 per cent, of all imports and 5.6 
per cent. of all exports, and in the five 
months, January to May, 1932, 18.9 per cent. 
of all imports and 3.3 per cent. of all exports. 
The return of trade statistics of the Irish 
Free State issued for May, 1952,-by the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, shows 
that for the twelve months, June, 1961, to 
May, 1932, the amount oí imports was 
£50,239,050,. while the total of exports and, 
re-exports was £34,673,607. The total trade, 
for the period amounted to £84,912,657, show- 
ing an adverse balance of £15,565,443. “The 
adverse balance for the previous twelve 
months was only £11,111,296. 4 i 

; TOTAL TRADF. 

In Máy, 1932, the ‘total trade amounted to 
£6,025,678, an adverse balance of £1,266,592 
being shown. This adverse balance shows a 
great improvement on that of ests 1932, 
which’ amounted to £2,412,892; and the April 
figures were a slight improvement on those 
for March, 1932, when the adverse trade 
balance for the month was £2,435,710. Im- 
ports for April, 1932, at £4,595,556, declined 
to £3,645,635 in May, 1932, while exports in- 
creased from £2,110,627 in April, 1932, to 
£2.306,019 in. May, 1932. ‘The re-exports 
were, respectively, £72,036 and £74,024; 
making total exports and re-exports for April, 
1932, amount to £2,182,663, and, for May, 
1932, to £2,360,045. 

Trade with Great. Britain in the month of 
May, 1932, amounted to £2,540,079 imports,” 
as compared with £5,041,252 in May, 1951. 
Exports for the respective periods were 
£1.903.978 and £2,164,569, while the re-

Goods exported to Great Britain. in the same 
five months were valued at £10,020,351, and 
re-exports at £225,690. To Northern Ireland 
the sum of exports was £1,513,716 and 
£77,582, while to other countries the export 
trade amounted to £388,384 and re-exports 
£4,004.

HOTEL GUEST’S MISSING MONEY. 
(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 


Mr. Maurice Fitzgerald, a barrister, with 
an address in Limerick, was charged on re- 
mand with attempting to steal from a bed- 
room in the Ormead. Hotel a sum of about 
£5, which was in the clothing. of, a guest 
named Lacroix an aéronautical engineer. 

It was announced that since the last hear- 
ing a further charge in réspect of a sum of 
£6 had been preferred against him. 

Michael Quigley said: that he was night 
porter in the hotel, and on the gs 3 of the 
charge he admitted a Mr, Lynch. . Later wit- 
hess admitted the defendant, whom he now 
identified... Both’.Mr,. Lynch and the de 
fendant went to the lounge, where they had 
a drink, which was paid for by the defendant. 
At 1.50 a.m. witness brought defendant to 
the room which had beem allotted to him on 
the top floor. The defendant had had some 
drink before he entered the hotel. 

To Mr. McGuckin—I would not ‘say that 
defendant was very drunk when I saw him 
to his room. He had not to be assisted, but 
asked to be accompanied. 

Detective-Sergeant Martin O'Neill told the 
Court that when he preferred the new charge 
to the defendant the latter said, “I am not 
guilty.” 

D.O. Hart explained that he searched the 
defendant, and found on him a £1 note (pro- 

ced) and some silver and coppers. ‘he 
note was on the Bank of England. 

Mr: O'Donovan said it was suggested by 
the prosecution that the note in question 
belonged to a series which a guest in the 
hotel had drawn from. his bank in Liverpool 
before coming. to Dublin. 

Hart, cross-examining, said that after 


the arftest the defendant observed: '' Between 


tlie two of us I do not know what happened 
that night. I had some drink taken.” 

Mr. Patrick Cullen, Skipton road, Anfield, 
Liverpool, said that on the night of the 29th 
of June he was awakened by screaming in 
the corridor outside his room at the Ormond 
Hotel. He ‘went out and saw three men 
struggling. _One rose and said: ‘‘ Don't 
worry; he s all right now,’’ and he saw the 
man who had been prone being carried into 
one of the rooms on the corridor, 

Next morning when he went to make a 
purchase he found that the money in notes 
had been removed from his wallet, whith was 
empty in his pocket. He had between £5 
and £6 in the Wallet the previous night. 

The defendant, was returned for trial on bail.

The 
outlook is exceédingly grave, and panic 
or misrepresentation will not improve it. 
Those who will bear the main burden of 
this lamentable warfare not only must 
calculate the cost, but must understand 
the cause—so that, when the final accounts 
are rendered, no shifting of responsibility 
will be possible. The Minister for Finance 
addressed the Dail yesterday in language 
of admirable restraint, but of highly 
misleading purport. Britain has issued 
no challenge to the Free State ; here is no 
question of tyranny or aggression, no 
brutal attack inspired by lust of gain. 
The facts are utterly simple. By his 
refusal to pay the land annuities, which 
the Anglo-Irish settlement guaranteed, 
‘Mr. de Valera has forced the British 
Government to keep faith with the bond- 
holders at its own cost. It has decided to 
recover the precise amount of the debt— 
and no more—by a tax on Free State 
produce. Furthermore, the British 
Government was so anxious to avoid 
a quarrel that it offered to 
the issue to the absolutely fair judgment 
of an imperial tribunal. Mz. de Valera, 
having rejected the offer, pretends that 
he has a cause so sacred and so lofty that 
the whole “ Irish world ” must rally to 
its defence. Alas! there will be no 
romance or glory in this affair—now to be 
embittered by Mr. de Valera’s measures 
of retaliation. There will be nothing but 
loss for Britain, which Britain can endure, 
and loss for the Free State, which, 
perhaps, the Free State will not survive. 
If this economic conflict is allowed to 
begin, no man can foresee how it will end. 
The Free State will surrender to eager 
rivals the tharket which takes 96 per cent. 
of her exports; for horse-breeding is her 
only true monopoly. Most of her farmers 
will be bankrupt in a little while. Under 
Mr. de Valera’s measures for retaliation 
the cost of living will become tragic. 
There are 71,000 unemployed persons in 
the Free State to-day; six months hence, 
if this conflict lasts, the number may be 
multiplied by ten. In the meanwhile the 
economic future of the whole British 
Commonwealth—the hapless Free State 
excepted—will be arranged at Ottawa. 
May we hope that these considerations 
have dictated Mr. de Valera’s sudden 
journey to London?

Harmony in Europe. 


The spirit of the Lausanne agreement 
is spreading. A varied, but, upon the 
whole, favourable reception has been given 
to the tidings of the new Anglo-French 
proposals for a policy of “ open diplo- 
macy.”” The British Foreign Secretary 
summarised this new outlook in the House 
of Commons on Wednesday night. Britain 
and France, he said, had been making 
‘‘an attempt to formulate the expression 
of the new political spirit which was illus- 
trated at Lausanne,’” and there was every 
hope that other countries would follow 
their example. The two Governments 
proposed to work together to find 
a solution of the Disarmament ques- 
tion. They would co-operate with 
each other, and with every interested 
Government, in preparations for the 
World ‘Economic Conference; and—this 
matter concerns France and Britain alone 
—they would avoid anything in the nature 
of commercial discrimination against each 
other, in anticipation of a new commercial 
treaty. From the international point of 
view this agréement is a very notable 
step. To all appearances, it has been dic- 
tated by no hope of immediate gain, but 
hy a genuine desire to repair the shattered 
condition of Europe. Its effect, as M. 
Herriot said in the Chamber of Deputivs, 
is that henceforth no problem affecting 
the interests. of the two countries can be 
treated separately. 

Belgium and Italy are prepared to fall. 
in with the Anglo-French agreement. Ger- 
many is suspicious. The Nationalists be- 
lieve that it is an attempt to defeat 
the political aspirations which Germany 
revealed at the Lausanne Conference. 
Germany, however, must face an. election 
very shortly ; and it is doubtful how much 
of this attitude is real fear, and how much 
1s Nationalist bait for votes. Yet we must 
not undetrate the huge strength of opinion 
in Germany which is opposed to the ratifi- 
vation of the Lausanne agreement, and 
sees a sinister hand behind every move 
by the other nations. The Nationalists 
hold that, if Herr von Papen had played 
his part well at Lausanne, he could have

County Pride. 


County feeling is not. pre-eminently .an. 


Irish characteristic. Cork and Kerry, it is 
true, cherish an esprit de corps of their 
own ; but, as a rule, the Irishman is more 
concerned with his country than with his 
county. England, however — perhaps. 
because -her national status has occupied 
less attention during the past few centuries 
—enjoys the luxury of regional pride, and 
it is noteworthy that the districts which 
inspire it are those whose sons have 
played the largest parts in English history. 
Devon’s position is deservedly paramount. 
She has furnished the country with 
nearly all the Navy’s most famous 
admirals—Nelson is the only one excep- 
tion; to the Army she gave the greatest 
of all British soldiers—John Churchill, 
first Duke of Marlborough. The peaceful 
restoration of the Monarchy in the 
person of Charles II. was the work of 
another Devonian, “ honest George “ 
Monck, afterwards Duke of Albemarle, In 
this galaxy of naval, political and military 
talent the county’s gentler: virtues have 
tended to become obscured, and few people 
remember that Sir Joshua Reynolds was 
born within ten miles of Plymouth Hoe. 
The opening yesterday at Exeter of an 
exhibition of works by early Devonian 
painters will do much to remove the pre- 
vailing impression that the county’s only 
claim to renown rests upon the seafaring, 
and often piratical, energies of her Eliza- 
bethan squires. A hitherto little known 
work by Sir Joshua, depicting a shipwreck 
in Turneresque style, is the gem of the 
exhibition, but pictures by other artists 
and several charming miniatures by 
Hilliard, Cross and Ozias Humphry show 
that Devon’s art was not concentrated in 
one man. No doubt, other counties wil! 
follow Devon’s example. Yorkshire could 
make a worthy challenge, and Sussex, 
Kent, Norfolk and Shropshire would lag 
little behind in a contest of merit. A 
healthy rivalry between her counties must 
be for the nation’s good. 


East Greenland, 


Relations between Denmark and Norway 
are becoming increasingly strained as a 
result of the dispute over East Greenland. 
It has been understood generally that the 
whole of Greenland belongs to Denmark, 
who has taken effective steps to close the 
western, and more populous, section of the 
great island to foreign encroachment. Her 
policy is to exert an absolute monopoly 
over Greenland territory and waters; but 
until last year no steps had been taken to 
close the eastern coast, and nobody lived 
there except a few hundred Eskimos. 
Norway, however, claims sovereign rights 
over this portion: last year her Govern- 
ment declared a part of the coast zone to 
be Norwegian property, and proceeded to 
despatch expeditions for its annexation. 
Denmark naturally protested, and her 
protest was .he more vehement because 
she had reason to believe that substantial 
mineral deposits existed in East Green- 
land. Actually, these proved less valu- 
able than they were thought to be. The 
two Governments agreed to submit the 
question to the Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice at The Hague, and still 
await its ruling. In the meanwhile, how- 
ever, Norway has continued to establish 
her hold upon the disputed region. During 
this week the Norwegian Government 
decided to occupy another section—the 
strip of territory on the southern coast 
known as King Frederick VI. Land. 
Denmark regards this action as an attemp* 
to anticipate the ruling of the Inter- 
national Court; but the Norwegians 
retort that it has been inspired by the 
Danish Government’s decision to police 
the area—thereby similarly anticipating 
the judgment. The question now is 


‘whether the judgment, when it arrives, 


will be accepted by either party.

THE FREE STATE’S FUTURE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

_ §Sin,—May I have the privilege of suggest- 
ing what appears to me to be the practical 
solution of the difficulty which has become 
critical between the Governments of Great 
Britain and the Irish Free State? I have 
the reasonable excuse for putting my view 
before the public that I am the great-grand- 
son of the man who, as Attorney-General 
under Lord Castlereagh, drafted and carried 
through the Irish Parliament the Act of 
Union in 1801. That fact has been a good 
and sufficient reason why I have rarely taken 
any part in Irish politics, the only exception 
being that I signed the Covenant at the 
invitation of Lord Carson. My family has 
had probably quite as long a connection with 
Irish political affairs as Mr. de Valera, and 
I personally have been conversant with all 
the land agitation and Land Acts of the 
past and of the present century. 

All this land legislation has been the 
consequence of the fall in land values, due 
to the rise of industries in England and the 
simultaneous demand for free trade in food- 
stuffs. England is a consumer of more food 
than she can produce; Ireland is a producer 
of more food than she can consume. There- 
fore, Ireland's best market is the English one 
at her own eastern gate, and England has 


best and easiest source of supply. 

Let us get down to xe economics and 
leave sentiment to people who can afford that 
luxury. I regard this fuss about the Oath 
as sentimental rather than practical politics, 
but it is downright repudiation of an agree- 
ment to withhold the payment of land 
annuities. The farmers of Ireland would 
never have owned their farms had not the 


tion. 

England and Ireland must remain friends 
for their mutual support, comfort and advan- 
tage. How is this necessary object to be 
attained? Not, believe erg Cabinet dis- 
cussions or the imterchange of clever notes. 
We want to get the statesmen together and 
tell them to put the question to the electors 
of both countries. This is my plan for peace 
and good-will. It would get rid of ill-feeling 
because it would keep markets open and 
throw down the existing tariff barrier 
between Northern and Southern Ireland. Let 
‘the South of Ireland, with its capital, 
Dublin, adopt and work the Home Rule Act 
under which the Six Counties of Ulster are 
prosperous and happy. This is the simple 
solution of the difficulty, although, as I 
freely admit, it may not é ossible íor Mr. 
de Valera to find suffieient independence to 
take this course himself. 

To the people of the Irish Free State my 
advice in plain language is: Put aside ideas 
of republicanism. Think, each one of you, of 
your personal needs and of the prosperity of 
the country. Let sentiment wait until you 
have money enough to pay for it, and, for 
God's sake, think of yourselves, and do not 
be misled by politicians.—Yours, etc.,

President Hoover, in an o letter to

that have impeded European recovery. 

“Such action, together with real pro- 
gress in disarmament, will contribute 
greatly to world stability.

SPECIAL TRAINS FOR LIVESTOCK. 


HE effect of the British 20 per cent. 
tariff on certain Irish Free State pro- 
ducts, which came into operation at mid- 
night Jast night, was evident on the Dublin 
cattle market yesterday. There were 2,469 
cattle, only 253 less than last week, but 
there was a decrease of 4,018 in the number 
of sheep and lambs, which totalled 7,821. 
Milch cows numbered 200, a decrease of 
57, while pigs totalled 720, a decrease ol 
74 


These figures are normal enough, but it 
was not a normal market. Everyone 
resent felt that export business could only 
transacted if the animals could be 
despatched in time to reach their destina- 
tion in Great Britain or Northern Ireland 
before the new British tariff came into 
force. To meet the situation which has 
arisen it may be said that two cattle 
markets were held in Dublin this week— 
one being strictly unofficial. There were 
large numbers of cattle sold on Wednes- 
day for export by special services to 
Birkenhead, Holyhead and Glasgow. Some 
of these sales were effected in Dublin, 
whence the shipments were made by 
leading graziers and dealers. One promi- 
nent midland cattleman shipped 300 cattle 
on Wednesday, and these, with others due 
to arrive at British ports before 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, were cleared duty 
free. 

The 4 o’clock arrangement, made to suit 
the British Customs officials, came as a 
bombshell to most of the traders at the 
market, because it gave direct shippers no 
further chance of getting animals landed 
in time to escape the tariff. The British 
and Irish Steam Packet Company had 
arranged for an extra cattle boat yester- 
day on the ass tion that animals could 
be landed duty fies up to midnight, but 
this sailing was cancelled when it was 
learned that the latest time for such 
arrivals in Britain was 4 p.m. 

With a fair attendance of cross-Channe]l 
buyers, business at the opening of the 
market, which began earlier than. usual, 
was reasonably good, though prices all 
round showed a decline of 2s. to 3s. per 
cwt. live weight, or from £1 to £2 per 
head. Those who were able to sell early 
were lucky, because the announcement that 
live-stock could not be landed duty free 
in Great Britain after four o’clock brought 
trade almost to a stand-still, and a very 
high percentage of the animals on offer 
could not be sold at any price, the local 
inquiry. being limited. 

he top price of the day for prime beef 
was 40s. per cwt., with a good many beasts 
of similar quality at about 38s. per cwt. 


SPECIAL TRAINS. 


Seeing that their chances of getting 
away cattle free of tax by direct boat had 
dwindied to zero, exporters arranged for 
six special live-stock trains by the Great 
Northern Railway to Belfast. This allowed 
more time for buying, and resulted in 
about 2,500 cattle crossing the boundary 
in time to escape the duty. In addition 
there was a special cattle train from 
Drogheda to the North, and on Wednesday 
three specials on the County Meath line. 
Yesterday full advantage was taken by 
stock men of the G.N.R. express goods 
train in addition to the specials. It was 
a busy day for the staff, which had to be 
augmen Many of the dairy cows in- 
tended for yesterday’s market were sent to 
Belfast on Wednesday, and were bought 
by shippers there. 

In addition to other consignments of 
Free State produce, the G.N.R. carried 
yesterday: about thirty tons of creamery 
butter to Belfast from the South for cold 
storage. There has also been a big transfer 
of live-stock for grazing into Northern 
Ireland. 

Even with the reduced number of sheep 
and lambs on offer, trade was bad, and 
fifty per cent. of the lots on offer had to 
be carried over. Cross-Channel buyers 
were faced with a falling market across 
the water, and accordigly offered prices 
which were utterly unacceptable. Drs 
12s. to 14s. per head was offered for lambs 
which were easily worth 20s. to 23s. each, 
and consequently these and many others 
remained unsold. The home demand was 
limited, and prices generally showed a fall 
of from 7s. to 10s. per head. 

With the drenching rain which fell 
during the day and the depressing tone of 
business, yesterday’s market made one 
realise that an economic struggle is now 
beginning.

affairs cannot last for any length of time.

WATERFORD. 
Thirteen horses represented the total

They were embarked on the steamer 
Great Western for Fishguard, in the hope 
of reaching there before midnight. 

There was settled gloom over Waterford 

rt yesterday. Cattle shippers, who 
baoi on shipping days were all bustle 
and animation, wandered disconsolately up 
and down the docks, One dealer pithily, 
if sorrowfully, sized up the situation when 
he said: “ All stock exported is now in 
bags.”’ 

This is the first time that Waterford has 
failed to export at least some sort of 
general live-stock cargo for sixty years.

In Cappoquin market yesterday the price 
of fresh butter fell from 83d. to 7d. per lb., 
the lowest figure since ater days.

At Cappoquin bacon 
factory the price of fat pigs fell from 50s.

BAGENALSTOWN. 

Mr. Thomas Connolly, Co.C., one of the 
largest egg exporters in the South of 
Treland, questioned by our Bagenalstown 
Correspondent yesterday on the effect of 
the 20 per cent. tariff on the egg trade, 
said that it spelt the immediate and 
certain end of the egg export trade. “It

ON THE BORDER. 

The new Customs officers arrived from 
England yesterday, and are being housed 
at various points along the frontier in 
bell tents.

“NO SPIRIT OF RETALIATION.” 


In the Dail last evening, Mr. MacENTEE, 
Minister, for Finance, moved a. financial 
motion. in connection with an Emergency’ 
Imposition oí. Duties Bill, the Object’ of 
which, he said, was to give the Executive 
Council powers to deal with the position 
which had been created by the British 
Government in proposing to impose penal 
tariffs on Irish agricultural produce. : 

The motion was carried by 66 votes to 51. 

The MINISTER FOR FINANCE, in intro- 
ducing the Emergency Imposition of Duties 
Bill, said he would be brief and clear. 
First of all.” he said, “this measure 1s 
not introduced in a spirit of retaliation or 
aggression. It is brought in primarily as a 
measure of self-defence. An issue has arisen 
between ourselves and our neighbours as to 
whether moneys: hitherto paid to them are 
rightly due by us. The sums paid, when 
related to our resources, on the one hand, 
are enormous, but when related to those of 
Great Britain, on the other hand, are com- 
paratively trifling. The issue, . therefore, 
while it has little monetary significance to 
Great Britain, is of the greatest moment to 
us... Notwithstanding that, because we are 
anxious for peace, and: because we are 
genuinely desirous that harmonions ' and 
friendly _ relations. should exist between 
the two States, .we have -signified our 
willingness to put the whole question to the 
hazard of arbitration. We have, as you know, 
put two conditions in this regard—first, that 
we should not be restricted in choosing our 
nominees on the tribunal, and, secondly, that, 


when the terms of reference to the tribunal! 
have been agreed on, the agreement should 
be submitted to the Oireachtas for approval 
before the arbitration proceedings begin. 


PLEDGE OF SINCERITY. 


Meanwhile, as a pledge that we were 
genuinely desirous of settling this issue in a 
peaceful way, and that we still regarded this 
issue as an open one, the Government, at the 
greatest possible political disadvantage to 
itself, took the responsibility of imposin 
upon this country for this year an addition 
burden of taxation amounting to 44 million 

ounds. That step might have been avoided 
if the Government had been hypocritical in 
its profession in regard to this matter, and 
had utilised the land annuities for the purpose 
of defraying the cost of public services. Not 
merely did the Government act. in this way, 
but it went further, and, as a further pledge 
that it was prepared to abide by the result 
of arbitration, carried to a suspense account 
the moneys in dispute. 

“I think it must be admitted,”” continued 
the Minister, “ that through this whole con- 
troversy we have acted in a conciliatory, 
honest and honourable way, having regard to 
what we believe to be just 
rights in the matter. I do 
wish to say anything that would further 
exacérbate feelings on the-other side, but, I 
cannot help reflecting that if the other parties 
to this dispute were, animated by the same 
desire as we are to find a just and ‘honour- 
able settlement they would not have chosen 
at. this moment to translate the issue from the 
realm of reasonable discussion to that of 
economic war. Whatever they may do in 
that regard we do not propose to follow them. 


BRITAIN’S PROVOCATIVE 
POLICY. 


For some reason, a reason not at all con. 
tiected with the financial issues that have 
arisen between the two peoples, our neigh- 
bours have chosen to embark’ on a policy 
that is provocative and destructive, and this 
at a moment when they are claiming to have 
restored: economic peace to. Europe and to 
have laid the foundations on ‘which: the 
economic restoration of the world may be 
based: sty 

We. are seeking neither to provoke nor 
destroy.. In this, as in other. matters arising 


with our neighbours actoss the Trish Sea, our 
policy is not merely the quiescent one of liv- | 
ing and let live. It is something more posti- 
tive, more active. It is to establish with 
them close and cordial friendship upon a just 
peace, the only basis on which friendship or 
alliance or accord between the two peoples 
can endure—a peace which recognises to the 
full the rights and liberties of our people. 
That was our desire when we took over the 
duties of Government. It remains our desire 
to-day. We will work for that purpose in the 
face of misunderstanding and misrepresenta- 
tion both here and in Britain, and while we 
are working for it. we shall, in the face of 
unwarranted and any unjustifiable act, defend 
and maintain what is ours. 


THE COUNTRY’S LIFE- 
BLOOD, 


We have retained the land annuities 
because we believe ourselves to be justiy and 
morally entitled to them. We have retained 
them because they are the very life blood 
of our economic system, and because to con- 
tinue the payment of them would frustrate 
all hope of an industrial revival in this 
country and doom our people year by year to 
ecame 
nothing more than a.cattle ranch and a bird 
sanctuary. This issue of the lafid annuities 
is vital to us. We cannot, in conscience, let 
them go until an impartial and just tribunal 
decides that we have no moral right tó them, 

The matter’ is still open to arbitration. 
Why then, since itis still open, should our 
neighbours assume the offensive’? Is it be- 
cause they are doubtful of the issue? We 
are not, We are firmly anchored in the 
justice of our case. If the other parties are 
so confident in that regard as we are, ¥ 
not let the matter rest until the issue 
gi decided. The moneys are safe, and 
will be kept safe pending the result of arbi- 
tration. hey will then retained or 
handed over, as that result may determine. 
Why then attempt to proihats ó situation 
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they chosen to impose it? Is it merely with 
a desire to sabotage industry in this.country? 


It is not the first time that’ British measures 


were’ devised to that end,..and theeconomic 
history of this country is a record of Irish 
industries destroyed .by British legislation, 
but in different circumstances. These 
former attempts were. . successful, but 
there was not a. united nation to 
resist British policy. I . hope that 
one result of this situation will be that 
President de Valera will have behind him a 
united people. A people united ‘will render 
our industries invulnerable and secure our 
liberties and safeguard our rights. 
Why have the. British resorted to these 
measures? Is it in the hope that a panic 
will be created ‘which would result in the 
overthrow of the Government? The Govern- 
ment, as President de. Valera said last night, 
will be able to look after and defend itself, 
and while it remains here, and it will be here 
after these issues have been fough out, it 
will be able to look after and defend the 
industries of this country. ° I should like to 
emphasise the word defend. We are not 
attacking anybody or seeking to destroy 
British trade. If andther State. seeks to in- 
terfere with our trade and attack our in- 
dustries we shall defend them and use every 
means and al] our resources to defend them, 


SWEEPING POWERS 
NECESSARY. 


It is to arm the Executive with the power 
and necessary authority that we asked the 
Dail to accept the principle contained in this 
measure. The powers we are seeking are 
wide. They are sweeping. I: do not want 
to disguise that fact. neither from the Oire- 
achtas nor the people of the country. “The 
measure gives the Executive Council power to 
impose stamp duties, and duties on Customs 
and Excise with every possible variation oí 
such duties that can $ thought oí and that 
may be found to be necessary. But, if the 
powers-are wide and sweeping, they are no 
more than are required to deal with ‘the 
present situation. 

They will be used with prudence, modera- 
tion and foresight, and the exercise. of them 
will be subject to review and. subsequent con- 
firmation by the Dail. 

I said it is not our purpose to attack, but 
if the doors of the British market are closed 
to us, then it is our duty and the duty of 
the Dail to give the Executive all the powers 
that may be necessary to find alternative 
markets. We’ are confident that such 
markets can be found, |

I am not going to outline what our policy 
will be in that respect beyond repeating that 
we are anxious to establish good relations 
with the people on the other side of the Irish 
Sea, who are bound to us, I admit, not merely 
by ties of trade and commerce, but by ties of 
blood as well. We are anxious to establish 
cordial and lasting friendship, but it must 
be & friendship based on the sincere recogni- 
tion of our rights and our liberties. 

We will do nothing in this dispute which 
will embitter these relations. We will do 
nothing which will prevent the re-establish- 
ment of cordial trading relations between us, 
provided they do nothing which makes that 
re-establishment impossib We cannot get 
any guarantee that they are willing to 
us in that spirit of friendship.
